Because the compounds of both 
group I and 11 share significant stmctural similarity, it would not be a serious burden for the examiner to search 
for compounds of both groups. Furthermore, any search for compounds necessarily turns up their uses and 
so it would not be a serious burden to include methods of use in the search. 

If the examiner maintains her restriction requirement, the applicants preserve their right to nsjoin method 
of use claims to allowed compound claims under MPEP 821 ,04. 

In response to the requirement to elect a species, the applicants provisionally elect (S>'2-[3-(pyrtdin-4- 
ylmethyl)ettiylamlnomethyJ]pyridin-2-yl]^trlfluoromethyl)-N-[1-I3 
thiazolecarboxamide (example 62).
